Englishmen say that Smithfield is the greatest dressed meat 
market in the world and after seeing it I am not inclined to argue 
the point with them. I have not the figures at hand to show 
whether or not a larger total tonnage of meat products are handled 
daily at Smithfield than pass through the Union Stock Yards at 
Chicago during a similar interval, but the tonnage is very great at 
Smithfield and includes such commodities as beef and veal, mutton 
and lamb, pork, poultry, game, butter, eggs, rabbits, etc. There 
is this difference between Smithfield and the Union Stock Yards 
at Chicago—at Smithfield nothing but dressed meat is handled 
while at Chicago live animals constitute the daily turn over. The 
bulk of the meat which passes through Smithfield comes from 
abroad and is unloaded trom ships which dock on the Thames and 
is taken directly from them to the market stalls or the cold storage 
houses that have grown up in the immediate vicinity of Smithfield 
in the last thirty years. The animals which supply the domestic 
product are slaughtered at Islington, Aldgate, and other private 
slaughter houses in the London area. Islington is three miles 
distant from the market and the meat is conveyed thence by horse 
drawn vehicles. Aldgate is still nearer. 

I was anxious to see the Smithfield Market in a comprehen- 
sive way and eagerly grasped the opportunity offered by an in- 
fluential English friend of a visit under official escort which en- 
abled me to get a good understanding of the intricate workings 
of this gigantic distribution center for meats and other food pro- 
ducts for the British Isles. Our tour ended by a personal inter- 
view with Lord Millman, general supervisor of the market 
under the Lord Mayor of London. Lord Millman although an 


extremely busy man courteously granted me a considerably longer 
interview than I had anticipated, going into different angles of

the meat trade of Great Britain in rather 
extended detail. 

The wholesale meat trade of London 
is a trade unto itself and has no counter- 
part even for comparative purposes in 
England or any other country. The ma- 
jority of the tenants, managers, and 
workmen engaged in the trade are men 
with many years’ experience and in many 
instances can trace their forbears’ asso- 
ciation with the Smithfield Market from 
the time of its establishment in 1868. 
It was established in this nonproductive, 
Southeastern corner of England for the 
sale and distribution of the surplus pro- 
ducts of other and more fortunate places. 
It covers an area of nearly ten acres and 
provides hanging hails for over fifteen 
miles of meat. It is possible to display 
or hang 60,000 sides of beef at one time 
or something over 9,000 English tons. 
Similar weights of frozen meat can be 
safely piled or stacked in the same space 
still leaving room for poultry and other 
miscellaneous goods. ‘The market com- 
prises five distinct and separate buildings which are divided into 
stalls to the number of nearly 400. These are tenanted by approx- 
imately 200 different firms. These firms according to their prin- 
cipal businesses may be placed in four categories—First, carcass 
salesman, who buys and sometimes raises cattle in Great Britain 

for slaughter and markets the meat and like products. Sec- 

ond, importer, who raises cattle or buys in other countries for 
slaughter and markets the meat and like products. Third, 
commission salesman, who solicits consignments of meat and 
like products to the market from points in Great Britain or 
other countries for sale on commission. Fourth, jobber or 
dealer, who buys in the market from any of the foregoing 
classes of tenant or elsewhere or from other jobbers for re- 
sale. In probably no other distribution center in the world 
are costs of handling kept as low as at Smithfield. The gross 
profits of the various trading establishments average less than 

4% on the turn-over or barely % pence per pound. There is 

no doubt but that the economic operation of the Smithfield 

Market has a very beneficial influence on the retail meat 

prices of London. 

The Smithfield Market opens for business at 5:00 A. M. 

From that time on until the market is cleared which is usually 

about 3:00 o’clock in the afternoon it would be hard to ima- 

gine a busier place. By 5:00 o’clock in the morning the meat 
and other produce must be in place in the stalls and ready for 
the inspection of the buyers who begin to arrive on the scene 
at that time. The work of placing and arranging the meat 
and other articles for sale begins shortly after midnight. Beef 
is carried in mostly on the backs of porters a half carcass at 
a time and hung on hooks. The ease 
with which these porters handle these

Leaving Willet Downey’s feedlots the crowd departed for the 
last inspection of the first day’s tour. The roads were terribly 
dusty—unfortunately so for those who happened to occupy cars in 
the center or near the rear of the caravan. Pulling into the quiet 
little town of Millersburg Mr. Thornton informed us that it had 
once been the ambition of the populace to make this the county 
seat. However, the advent of the railway and the fact that it se- 
cured a right of way which did not enter Millersburg made such a 
dream impossible. Nevertheless it is a pretty little place, quiet, 
clean, and undoubtedly a lovely place to live. Just around the 
corner from main street stands a beautiful home set in a delight- 
fully inspiring greenery consisting of lawn and shrubbery—this is 
the H. L. Thornton home situated in the corner of what used to be 
the G. E. Thornton farmstead upon which the elder Mr. Thornton 
established as far back as 1887 a herd of Aberdeen-Angus cattle. 
As we alighted upon this pretty green lawn Dick suggested that 
most of us looked like we might be end men to a minstrel troupe, 
each of us carrying sufficient dust to give that general appearance. 


Dust or no dust we were there to visit the cattle at The Brown 


the barns and to see the new herd bull Blackcapmere 
38th purchased at the February Show and Sale at 
Chicago from the herd of Congdon & Battles, Yak- 
ima, Washington. This youngster, just past two years, has done 
exceptionally well since the sale. He is deep and thick, well bal- 
anced, has good lines and gives every promise of being a real 
‘Breeding bull. He is a grandson of Prizemere 9th and Idolmere 
4th and carries much of the blood of Oakville Quiet Lad and Black 
Woodlawn. He is smooth and straight as a string. There were 
but eight splendid young heifers at the barn. The remainder of 
the cow herd was away at the hill pasture. 

This is the lovely home that entertained yours 
truly the evening of the first day’s tour. Early next 
morning we arose just aften sun up to discover that 
everybody about the place was astir. Mrs. Thornton 
was looking after her chickens while H. L. was mak- 
ing a round of the big pasture where he had a lot of 
fine pigs coming on. In the orchard a group of well 
kept sheep were busily trimming the blue grass to a 
proper length. Around the yard about the house we 
found many things of interest. Flowers galore, ar- 
ranged after an old fashioned design and in’ violent 
confusion. 

Immediately following breakfast we took to the 
trail and soon the crowd began to assemble. The 
first stop was at the T. R. Chambers farm near Sea- 
ton where Aberdeen-Angus cattle have been grown 
for the last thirty years, perhaps longer. Those who 
enjoy visiting a place that 
is in apple pie order should 
drop in to Mr. Chambers 
any time, for a place so

well kept can never be out of order. On this 320 acre farm we 
found twenty-five head of cows and heifers of good quality being 
mated with Black Mahaska 423908, a bull from the herd of Hanna 
& Eveland of Iowa. For a certainty this bull never walked from 
Iowa for he is built like the modern automobile, underslung if you 
please, showing only eight or ten inches of clearance beneath his 
— He is I think the closest to the ground of any bull of the 
reed. 

It was still but 9:30 when we parked along a narrow roadway 

on the south side of the Seaton Bros. & Thompson pasture, where 
“Bill” Thompson and his daughter Alice proceeded to beat the 
brush to see what they could find. The result of this roundup was 
indeed pleasing. A great lot of good cows and oceans of calves 
came forward and were coralled in a corner of the pasture where 
they stood quietly for inspection. Miss Alice approached a nice 
straight cow, took hold of her chain and brought her out of the 
group—this was Eula May 3d 403765, the heifer that Alice had 
shown to the grand championship at Aledo in 1927. There were 
better than twenty-five cows with calves at foot in 
this pasture and they were being mated now with 
Blackcap’s Enlate 2d 413221 a grandson of the old 
bull Enlate. There were Blackcaps, Ericas, Jilts, and 
Duchesses in the group and they were doing excellent 
work. At the barn Alice and her brother John, aged 
6, have a bundle of surprises for someone. They are 
in the Club business for fair and their calves are 
very fine, good enough to make plenty of noise about 
the show rings this fall. 

It was our good fortune and pleasure to find 
Chas. Seaton at the bank of which he is president 
and there to have a fine visit. From the looks of 
things Mr. Seaton runs the bank and Bill looks after 
the farm and the cattle—its a great combination and 
works fine—“except” says Mr. Seaton “Bill would 
have me doing the work on the farm too if I did not 
watch my step.” 

The next stop was at the Cabeen & Kindlesperger 
farm where George Kindlesperger is in active charge. 
There are nearly thirty head of high grade Aberdeen- 
Angus on this farm. Recently a start in pure breds 
has been made, and a good start it is, for here it was 
that we found fourteen head of exceptionally uniform 
females. They were Blackcaps of McHenry extrac- 
tion and sired by Blackcap Enlate and Elban of Page. 
Mr. Kindlesperger’s son, Harold, is feeding a couple 
-of calves this year. This lad happened to be busy in 
the field when we came so we did not have the pleas- 
ure of meeting him. 

On South, just a short way, is the W. L. Candor & Son herd 
which is headed by Elbon 2d 399465 bred by the Hamilton Brothers 
at Good Hope and sired by their good breeding bull Enoz. This 
bull has for dam the fine cow Elba of Glencarnock 316677. The 
herd is composed of Ericas and Blackcaps and is, we believe, about 
the oldest herd in that county. The senior Mr. Candor is 71 years 
old and enjoys the cattle immensely. He [Continued on page 7

A friend of mine dropped in the other day. Exasperated, js 
putting it mildly. His business is selling advertising for anothe; 
breed. He had just visited a herd which was composed of ten oy 
a dozen high class females, headed with a real bull. There were 
some splendid young bulls for sale and a couple of heifers could 
be spared. The owners were about to assume a grouch because no 
one had come around to purchase their surplus. My friend sug: 
gested that a small advertisement well written and kept before his 
readers the year round would solve the sales problems for this 
firm. The father who has had years of experience growing good 
cattle gathered the idea but feared that in his particular case jt 
might not prove successful. The son, a keen appearing lad, sat 
flat upon the lid. “Nothing doing, I don’t believe in advertising, 
and I won’t do any” said he. So the deal was not progressing so 
very rapidly. Every argument at the disposal of my good friend 
was brought into play. Apparently the cement had been dampened 
—all was set hard as adamant. “Folks know we breed these cat- 
tle and they will look us up when they want what we have to sell” 
was the theory upon which this good family was working or rath- 
er depending. Folks are not that way inclined these days. 

All this time the good wife and mother sat and listened. Her 
countenance showed a keen realization of the situation. Finally she 
entered the conversation and insisted that the family use good 
business sense in merchandising their surplus. The grain and the 
fat stock had a market, long ago established, and all one had to do 
to market goods through those channels was to get the goods to 
the market place. On the other hand it is just as logical to “get 
the goods to the proper market place if one is to realize full values 
for his wares.” Mother persuaded the firm to advertise. As a 
result the readers of the contemporary publication will during the 
coming year received twice a month a brief message from this 
good little herd. And unquestionably the story of the quality of 
the cattle in that herd can be so written as to interest folks look- 
ing for an opportunity to secure just such cattle as these good peo- 
ple will have to sell.

i. Leaving Mr. MceWhorter’s delightful shade 
trees the tourists stopped briefly to see the 
heifers that Robert Fuller is getting ready 
for show. There were three of them and 
they are doing nicely. Upon these three 
heifers young Robert expects to found a 
pure bred herd. They are of good type and 
he will undoubtedly be successful in his pro- 
ject. We stopped also at Glen Morgan’s 
place from whence a lot of good herd bulls 
have eminated the past few years. Mr. 
Morgan has been in the pure bred business 
only about fifteen years and maintains a 
small herd, about fifteen breeding cows, but 
they are of the right sort. Among them we 
found the fine old matron Shadybrook 
Erona, fifteen years of age, and suckling 
a lusty bull calf. Much interest here cen- 
tered around the barn where Wendell, 14 
years old, one of the very successful club 
boys of the state, has a fine string of calves 
in preparation for the fall shows. Wendell 
is supported and aided in his 
task of caring for and feeding 
these steers by his 8 year old 
brother Lawrence who _ is 
“itching” to get to the age 
when he too may go in for 
himself. 

A visit was also paid to the 
Brown & Sons pastures where 
about sixty head of exception- 
ally good cows and heifers 
and about an equal number of 
calves came rushing out of 
the timber onto the grass pas- 
ture at the call of Mr. Brown 
who had brought along a lit- 
tle salt with which to encour- 
age the cattle to remain for a 
brief time in the hot sun where 
we could get around them. 

Clarence Decker, giving Al- 
edo as his postoffice, is one of 
the newer breeders, his herd 
contains but fifteen head of 
cows selected mostly from the 
Candor and Morgan herds and 
headed by Beau Lindy, a 
Blackbird and brother to the 
champion Aberdeen - Angus 
club calf at the 1926 International. Mr. 
Decker makes a practice of feeding out his 
own calves. Next we dropped in to pay 
respects to Felix A. Brown whose herd was 
founded some twenty years ago and who 
maintains about twenty head of breeding 
cows. His herd bull came from the Candor 
herd and is sired by an Erica bull from the

Hartnell & Lang herd formerly of Iowa but 
now of Kansas. Mr. Brown has fed out his 
steers and told us that he had never failed 
to reach the top when his steers went to 
market and frequently had created a new 
top. This was the end of the second day’s

where a big banquet was in waiting. Wait- 
ing for the banquet hour to arrive gave an 
opportunity to go over our notes. The one 
thing that impressed us forcibly was the 
great number of Aberdeen-Angus pure bred 
and grade cows in use on the farms of Mer- 
cer county. It had been our privilege to meet 
face to face better than 400 head of the 
pure bred cows and perhaps nearly twice 
that many grades. Every cow either had a

calf at foot or gave plenty of evidence soon 
to have—the greatest lot of working cattle 
ever to come under our eye in two days and 
in so many herds. There was not a single 
big herd. But there were a lot of herds just 
such as should be on any well regulated 
farm. The greater portion of these cattle 
were used for commercial beef production— 


naturally the best individuals were being 
retained as they have been for years past. 
Thus a few good cattle are always avail- 
able in Mercer county, either pure breds or 
commercials. The quality of the bulls be- 
ing used seems to be far above the average. 
As a result the quality of the calves is 
such that high class carlot feeders look well 
after taking care of all available calves for 
their lots, and they attend to it early in the 
season. _ 

The affair closed with the banquet and a 
toast program. Something like a hundred 
admirers of the breed gathered and 
partook of that appetizing dinner. 
Following the dinner President H. 
L. Thornton of the county associa- 
tion acting in the capacity of toast- 
master introduced the various speak- 
ers, thanking those who had taken 
part in making the tour a success 
and suggested that the breeders and 
their good friends would soon have 
an opportunity to reorganize the 
county association with the object of 
becoming more ardent and indus- 
trious in the promotion of the Aber- 
deen-Angus breed within as well as 
without the county. 

Miles Bridgeford told of the early 
beginnings of Aberdeen-Angus in 
Mercer county, stating that his fath- 
er, Capt. O. A. Bridgeford, had 
brought to that county as early as 
1881 a trio composed of a pair of 
females and a bull. He also enum- 
erated others that followed both in 
the hands of his father and his con- 
temporaries. L. R. McWhorter also 
reminisced in days gone by and re- 

cited the arrival of the old Duke of 
Marlborough which occurred in the early 
80’s—besides many others. He told how the 
early herds were built up and how Aber- 
deen-Angus cattle went out from Mercer 
county to all parts of the United States and 
Canada, as well as to Cuba. Those early 
days were great days if one is to take stock 
in what Mr. McWhorter had to say. He in- 
sisted that the thing that had made the 
Mercer county project such a success and 
really held the business together was the 
high prices for commercial cattle. In this 
Mr. McWhorter is quite right. The Aber- 
deen-Angus breed can most easily be di- 
verted from the so called fancy breeder 
trade to a profitable commercial channel 
and that is the one great reason for its 
rapid advance throughout cattledom today. 
It was his opinion also that the pure bred 
business has a great future. 

Secretary W. H. Tomhave of the Amer- 
ican Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ Association, 
Chicago, gave one of his always interesting 
and inspiring talks. 

Curfew was to ring at 9:00 p. m. so Dick 
and I took leave early. We had business at 
Springfield at breakfast time so we tarried 
not to slumber until the good old town of 
Rushville had been reached.

Newsy Letter from Mr. Burch. 

Several weeks ago, we received a very interesting and newsy 
letter from John B. Burch, of Quincy, Florida. We are going to 
share this entertaining letter with our Journal readers. Mr. Burch 
says in part: 

“The cattle business in Iowa is a different proposition to what 
it is down here. Feed is the main draw-back. They are short on 
pasture—the native grass is of little value and it takes time to 
grow a permanent pasture of carpet or Dallas grass. Their main 
dependence is in the canes, such as Ciana, which makes a yield of 
fifteen to twenty tons of green feed per acre, and for hay they de- 


pend on the velvet bean, but owing to its being hard to cure and 
this being a land of much rain, it is a real problem. The main crop 
in this immediate section is sumatra or shade tobacco. If you nev- 
er saw a crop of this tobacco growing you have missed a real sight. 
It is one of the most expensive crops I know of, especially in labor, 
we have in about twenty acres, and it requires f1om twenty to thir- 
ty negroes all through the crop season and as high as forty on 
rush days. But if all goes well it is a big pay crop. It is now 
(May 13th) about as high as a man’s shoulder and will be about 
nine feet high when mature. 

“We have an abundance of wild game on the ranch, such as 
turkey, quail, deer, squirrel, opossum, coon, fox and plenty of wild 
hogs.

Angus cattle. Not so many years ago the 
black breed of Scotland was not prominent 
here. But at this show it had 140 entries 
against 99 Shorthorns and the latter was 
easily the next most numerous group. As 
many as 52 heifers were entered in one 
class of Aberdeen-Angus. These figures 
show how the Aberdeen-Angus have cap- 
tured Ireland. They are being freely used 
for crossing purposes in the South of Ire- 
land, and the store cattle which I saw being 
loaded on the boat which carried me back 
to Scotland bore evidence of this Aberdeen- 
Angus influence. They were nearly all blue- 
grey bullocks. A few years ago they were 
nearly all roans and reds, being either Short- 
horn grades or crosses with the Herefords. 
The Dublin show is not merely a Free State 
affair. The North of Ireland was well rep- 
resented.” ; 

This bit of evidence supporting the argu- 
ment that Aberdeen-Angus cattle are rap- 
idly forging to the fore in-all beef produc- 
ing areas of the world indicates clearly 
what is in store of those who have upheld 
the faith and continued these past few lean 
years to improve their cattle. What is true

the hooks with never a miss bespeaks long 
practice. As soon as the products are all 
placed for the day’s business salesmen take 
up their stations in readiness to receive and 
negotiate with the buyers who represent re- 
tailers, buyers or hotels, clubs, stores, etc. 
In London alone there are over 5,000 indi- 
vidual retail meat markets which depend 
upon Smithfield for their supplies. It is 
customary to sell each day all of the pro- 
duce that is assembled and my understand- 
Ing is that it is seldom that this fails of 
accomplishment. 

To convey an idea of the magnitude of 
the operations of this market let me quote 
some figures for the week ending February 
16, 1929. During this time 9,529 tons of 
beef passed through Smithfield and of this 
84.1% came from the Argentine. 75.8% of

the mutton handled that week came from 
New Zealand, 27.4% of the total supply of 
pork and bacon came from abroad, 53.2% 
of the poultry supply was produced else- 
where than the British Isles, imported but- 
ter, eggs, and rabbits formed 84.4% of the 
total supply of these products. The quan- 
tity of fresh killed beef marketed during 
the week aggregated 2,214 tons as against 
6,687 tons of chilled and frozen beef. 377 
tons of the beef sold originated in England 
and Wales, 321 in Scotland, 118 in Ireland, 
67 in Australia, 43 in New Zealand, none in 
Canada, 17 in the United States, 3,313 in 
Argentina, 308 in Uraguay, 65 in Brazil. 
Of the mutton and lamb 205 tons originated 
in England and Wales, 459 in Scotland, 7 
in Ireland, 435 in Australia, 886 in New 
Zealand, none in Canada, 6 in the United

large percentage of her meat supply from 
abroad, the principal source for beef being 
South America and for mutton New Zea- 
land with South America a close second. 
Owing to the difference in methods of cut- 
ting beef in England and the United States 
and aiso because of the fact that there is 
not a grade of beef in the United States 
which can be compared grade for grade 
with the chilled Argentine product it is im- 
possible for me to give comparative prices. 
As nearly as I am able to determine from 
the information I received while at Smith- 
field, during the month of February there 
was a difference of at least 5c per pound 
between the selling price of the best grade 
of chilled Argentine beef on the Smithfield 
Market and the price being paid for beef 
from medium corn fed steers (our grade of 
beef corresponding most closely to the ex- 
port article of Argentina) on the Chicago 
market, which indicates what would happen 
to the American market should South 
America be given unrestricted access to the 
markets of the United States. 

Contrary to my expectations I found the 
chilled Argentine beef of very high quality 
and at just the right stage of ripeness 
when it reached the London market to go 
into immediate consumption. The ocean 
voyage occupies just about the right length 
of time for the ripening process. I had the 
opportunity of comparing this beef side by 
side with the prime Scotch and English ar- 
ticle and it was surprising to note how lit- 
tle difference there is, although there is a 
considerable difference in selling price. As 
an illustration on Wednesday, February 13, 
1929, the Scotch long sides sold for 6 shil- 
lings, 8 pence per stone of eight pounds; 
English long sides at 6 shillings per stone 
of 8 pounds; Argentine hind quarters chil- 
led at 4 shillings, 4 pence per stone of eight 
pounds; Argentine front quarters chilled at 


3 shillings, 3 pence per stone of eight 
pounds. I might state that as closely as I 
am able to judge the prime Scotch and 
English beef is comparable with our strict- 
ly prime corn fed product. 


The Smithfield Market is under the juris- 
diction of the Corporation of London which 
comprizes the ancient walled city over which 
the Lord Mayor rules supreme. Through 
the gates of the old city of London the King 
of England cannot pass without the consent 
of the Lord Mayor. In order to erect the 
buildings in which the market is housed 
and which are of rather recent construction 
it was necessary to remove the ancient 
structures standing upon the site. There 
was one building, however, the destruction 
of which was forbidden. This was the old 
church of St. Bartholomew and it stands 
today in about the center of one of the 
greatest enterprizes of modern times, 2 
beautiful building—a tribute to Norman 
architecture and to the master builders of 
the 11th century. We visited a number of 
the ancient churches and cathedrals of Lon- 
don including Westminster Abbey and St. 
Margaret’s but found none of them more 
interesting than St. Bartholomew’s and 
none of the others are quite so ancient.

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While in London we saw the inspiring 
sight of the mounting of the guard at 
Buckingham Palace as well as that of the 
horse guard at Whitehall. In contrast we 
saw one Sunday afternoon the depressing 
spectacle of 10,000 communists marching 
down the Strand accompanied by bands. 
with red flags waving, a halt was made at 
Trafalgar Square, where from the base of 
the Nelson Monument speakers shouted de- 
fiance to the Government and organized 
society, being protected meanwhile from 
molestation from spectators by mounted 
London ‘bobbies’. The English believe in 
complete freedom of speech and action and 
under this system have progressed farther 
in the control of crime than has any other 
country in the world. When I contrast 
their system with some of our absurd pro- 
hibitive measures I wonder if the “Statue 
of Liberty” is not a mis-nomer? Probably 
the greatest privilege accorded us while in 
London was a visit by special permit to the 
Royal Stables of Buckingham Palace. As 
a lover of horses nothing could have been 
of greater interest to me. We saw 140 of 
the finest saddle and carriage horses of 
England, or perhaps of any other place in 
the world, and had explained to us by the 
head groom the methods employed in their 
care. Learning that I was particularly in- 
terested in horses our guide seemed to take 
delight in telling us something of the char- 
acteristics of certain individual horses and 
his parting remark when we said good-by 
was that “he hoped we would return to 
America with not too bad an opinion of 
English horses and Englishmen!” 


We left London at 9:00 o’clock one cloud- 
less morning (I mention the condition of 
the atmosphere because it is customary to 
think of London as enveloped in fog) and 
were whisked rapidly and without a stop 
to Southhampton on the Berengaria boat 
train. We went aboard this great liner— 
the queen of the Cunarders—at once and 
as she glided smoothly out of the harbor at 
Southhampton we watched with regret the 
beautiful coast line of Southern England 
disappear. I could not but feel pride in the 
fact that is was from this country—Eng- 
land—once known as ‘Merrie England’ that 
my own ancestors came and I hope that the 
time will not be long before that cheering 
title ‘merrie’ may be appropriately restor- 
ed. The war struck England a. terrific 
blow. We in America can hardly realize its 
disastrous effects and many years yet will 
no doubt be required in reestablishing this 
sla friendly country to her former 
self, 


Little did we think when we left South- 
hampton on that calm, clear day that be- 
fore we reached American shores the giant 
ship on which we travelled would have to 
battle for her very life against one of the 
most violent storms of the season—a storm 
which produced waves capable of breaking 
in the three-quarter inch plate glass win- 
dows of the promenade deck sixty feet 
above the water line—a storm which delay- 
ed us more than a day and which sent glim- 
mering the hopes of the pool holder who 
had placed his stake on the high field. 


_Since arriving home I look back upon our 
visit to Great Britain with the most plea- 
surable recollection of scenes which I hope 
seme day may be reenacted and with 
thoughts of new found friends whose 
friendship I Mope ever to preserve.
